So the Soviets have set out to 
drive the westerners from Berlin. 
• Meanwhile, the western powers, 
reviewing three years of compro- 
mises, broken promises and con- 
stant retreats before the Soviet 
Union, decided to stand firm. 
Thus Berlin has become more 
than a city of 2,000,000 persons 
whom the west has promised to 
support. It has become a symbol 
of the struggle between east and 
west throughout the world.

The complete collapse of secret 
talks with Russia over the Berlin 
crisis advanced the cold war to a 
new and highly explosive stage 
today. 


Authorities are frankly uncer- 
tain what may happen next. 
Both President Truman and Re- 
publican nominee Thomas E. Dew- 
ey are being kept closely posted 
while the United States, Britain 
and France take their case against 
the Sox'iet blockade of the Ger- 
man capital into the public arena 
of the United Nations Security 
Council. 


The failure of the secret dip- 
lomacy which the western powers 
have been practicing in the hope 
of reaching a settlement with the 
Kremlin was revealed by the state 
department last midnight. 
At that hour the department 
made public a 3,000-word note ac- 
cusing Russia of bad faith in the 
Berlin negotiations and of creat- 
ing "a threat to 
international 
peace." 


Published at the same time was 
a heretofore secret 
record of 
24,000 words which top diplomats 
said proves the Soviets are bent 
upon using the "illegal" blockade 
to force the western powers out 
of the German capital. 
Thus it appears that instead of 
an end to the blockade, which Pre- 
mier Stalin agreed to on August 
23, the world is in for a further, 
prolonged east-west struggle over 
the city. 
The -difference "is that from here 
on the issue will be before the Se- 
curity Council meeting in Paris 
with world public opinion as a 
stake. 
Russia's continued membership 
in the U. N., is in grave doubt. 
New east-west clashes in Ber- 
lin are feared here.

Bevin hinted that Britain en- 
visages the end-of the United Na- 
tions unless a solution is found to 
the cast-west crisis. 


Bevin said an "onslaught is 
being made directly or indirectly 
on the rights of peoples and indi- 
viduals. It is we who arc 011 the 
defensive. It is we who are vic- 
tims of a cold war waged against 
us all from Moscow. 
"The threat of the war of nerves 
hangs over us in the activities of 
the Cominform (Communist Inter- 
national Information Bureau) and 
other bodies." 
Speaking "with all the solemn- 
ity at my disposal," Bevin warned: 
"If the black fury, the incalcul- 
able disaster of atomic war should 
fall upon us, all I can say is that 
one power, by refusing its cooper- 
ation in the control and develop- 
ment of those great new forces 
for the good of humanity will 
alone be responsible for the evils 
which may be visited upon man- 
kind."

document will contain "shocking" 
revelations about a "professional 
group of Soviet agents," aided by 
"amateurs," who successfully stole 
atomic secrets. 
"It was a complete mission," he 
said.

JOVIET BIG CLUMSY PROPAGANDA STUNT 


The Soviet proposal that all occupation troopa be re- 


moved from Germany in Moscow's latest attempt to harass 
ind embarrass the western powers, wins German support 
and generally keeps the waters muddied, but, in the opinion 
of Jamea Thrasher, NEA editorial writer, it surely won't 
get anywhere. And it indicates that the Russian propa- 
ganda inspiration is, at least for the moment, somewhat 
below par. 


Apparently the move was suggested by the Russians' 


announcement that they intend withdrawing their troope 
in Korea by Jan. 1. The Soviet-controlled German press 
then announced that they also wanted to take their troops 
out of Germany, but that the United States wouldn't go 
along. The reason given for America's refusal was that 
the U. S. wants to make its occupation zones into "colonies 
and armed bases for attack against the Soviet Union." 


We don't know just what sort of trial balloon the Soviet 


propagandists intend their suggestion to be. But it seems 
quite clear that there isn't enough gas in the bag to carry it 
very far. It's all too implausible. 


In the first place, a Russian promise to remove troops 


and a Russian delivery on that promise are quite different 
things. Iraq had to appeal to the United Nations in 1943 to 
get Soviet forces out after an agreed deadline had passed. 
And that deadline was set by formal agreement with Iraq, 
Great Britain and the United States, while the withdrawal 
from Korea is only an announced intention. 
Further, 


Korea was a Japanese-occupied but normally 
friendly 


country during the war. It can scarcely be compared to 
Germany, which is still a potentially strong and dangerous 
enemy. 


Second, any withdrawal of occupation troops before a 


peace treaty is drawn up would be senseless. It would in- 
vite the Germans to do just what they did after 1919— 
secretly rearm for another try at world domination. 


This is a situation which, in the past, Russia has pro- 


fessed to fear. It is a situation which the democratic na- 
tions of Europe do fear today. They would certainly re- 
sist any proposal to end the occupation of Germany at 
this time, just as the Russian leaders themselves would if 
they -were sincere. 


The charge that the United States plans to use Germany 


aa a base for attacking Russia is absurd. Even if this 
country had any such intention, which of course it 
hasn't, there is only only one way in which Germany could 
be used. That would be to mass there as many million 
American and allied troops as there are millions now under 
arms in Russian and her satellite countries. It is incon- 
ceivable that the Soviets would sit back quietly and watch 
this happen. And any weaker force would be overwhelm- 
ed by the Soviets in no time. 


The transparency of the Russian proposal is accentuat- 


ed by its timing. It came only a day after the news of 
Russia's plan to permit a militia of 100,000 in her new zone 
of Germany. 
That, of course, would be the beginning 


of a new Gestapo and a new SS, taking orders from the 
Kremlin instead of the Rsichs Chancellery. It would be 
the nucleus of the "national" army designed to support or 
actually effect the communization of Germany. 


Thus millions of non-Communist Germans would not 


like this new Russian proposal, either. That would make 
its unpopularity practically unanimous outside Communist 
circlee.
